SEQUOIA ROCK COMPANY PUTS 
PAYROLL AND INVESTMENT 
INTO COMMUNITY'S ECONOMY 


By Bill Rodgers 


PORTERVILLE, Aug. 11 — Rocks along a river channel are just 
rocks to most persons, but to Noble Nelson, general manager and stock- 
holder in the Sequoia Rock company, they represent raw material that 
can be processed into a wide variety of products for use in the con- 
struction trades — and also for manufacturing into grit for turkeys. 


Located below Success dam, 
near the old Worth bridge, Se- 
quoia Rock represents an invest- 
ment in excess of a million dol- 
lars; its gross business is now run- 
ning more than a million dollars 
annually, and 32 people are on the 
payroll. 

The plant serves the entire 
southern San Joaquin valley; its 
products are going into virtually 
every major construction job in 
this valley area, including the Le- 
moore air base and Success dam, 
as well as many road jobs and ir- 
rigatien district projects, both 
through direct sales, and sales to 
individuals and firms in various 
types of construction business. 

At the present time, Tule river 
gravel and rock are ‘‘mined” from 
a 300-acre deposit about a mile 
below the 13-acre plant site. Raw 
material is pulled out by drag 
line, loaded into hugh Euclid 
trucks, 40 tons at a time, and 
transported to a primary crushing 
unit, at the plant, that handles 
boulders up to 18x36 inches in 
size. . 

From this unit, with a capacity 
_of 3,000 tons during an eight- 
hour shift, the rough gravel is 
transported by endless belt to a 
“surge pile’, from where it is fed 


houses another endless belt, 


the finishing plant, where the riv- 
er material is crushed to the de- 
sired size, washed and segregated. 

Included in the finishing plant 
operation is a series of two crush- 
ers, a secondary crusher that fur- 
ther breaks down the rocks, then 
cone-type finishing crushers that 
turn out the exact size of material 
needed. 


From this finishing process 
comes four basic sizes of rock: one 
and one-half inch, three-quarter 
inch, one-half inch, and three- 
eighth inch; also concrete sand. 


These products are then further 
refined for use in such things as 
road base material, plaster, as- 
phalt paving, cement pipe, and 
concrete aggregates. 

And there are even two sizes of 
turkey grits —> quarter-inch rock 
for young birds and minus three- 
eighth inch rock for older birds. 

Concerning gravel formations, 
Nelson states that there are no 
known rock deposits on the floor 
of the San Joaquin valley; all for- 
mations lie in the foothills. And 
“good rock’ that is acceptable for 
high test concrete aggregates all 
comes from the. east side of the 
valley; rock on the west side is 
unsuited for this high test work, 
Nelson says.

Presum- 
ably, the first settlers picked the 
handiest tree to settle under, and 
then as others arrived, cart tracks 
tied up the various residences. Of 
course, the cart tracks usually fol- 
lowed the course of least resist- 
ance, so they were rarely straight 
except by accident. 

AS THE COMMUNITY PROS- 
PERED, various subdivisions were 
set up ’round and about. Not as 
we know them as tract homes, but 
as land companies that sold 
ground. This evolution forms a 
fascinating bit of local history, for 
so far as we have been able to dis- 
cover, each subdivider set up his 
subdivision with a fine disregard 
for any that might be adjoining. 


THE RESULTS ARE ALL that 
might be expected, and there is 
not a straight street in town; of 
more than a few blocks. Wherever 
a@ new subdivision was added, the 
streets invariably jogged. This 
was a fine display of individual 
freedom, but is now plaguing those 
people who have an orderly turn 
of mind. 


NATIVES, OR COME LATELYS, 
are used to this idiosyncrasy of un- 
matched streets. It bothers them 
little that D changes. into Sunny- 
side, or that an erstwhile alley 
evolves into South Main; that with 
no effort at all you can travel on 
one street and sometimes be on B 
street and then on Second. 
is normal. 


AND THE NAMING OF THE 


streets in themselves showed a 


wide diversity of tastes. In the 


Southeast corner of town, the al- 
phabet proved quite a favorite 


item, and the streets start out A, 


B, etc., but this soon gets lost in, 


a garble of original names. The 
northeast section went in for num- 
bering, but you can still count the 
numbered streets on the fingers 
of one hand. Other sections fa- 
vored pioneers and came up with 
Putnam, Hockett, ete. Of course, 
we couldn’t overlook the trees, so 
a tree lover doubtless named Or- 
ange, Olive, Grevilla and the like.

Milk is a basic food on the din- 
ner tables of most California fam- 
ilies, but getting its fresh whole- 
someness there sometimes raises 
real legislative puzzlers. The 
whole operation from the producer 
to distributor to consumer must 
be geared just right in every re- 
spect to assure an adequate sup- 
ply at an economical price which 
will still keep all elements in the 
milk business healthy. 
~ California has long had an ef- 
fective milk marketing stabiliza- 
tion law designed to protect both 
the housewife and the dairymen. 
But changing times and our soar- 
ing population constantly create 
new problems which require in- 
vestigation and perhaps legislative 
action. Recently the Senate fact 
finding committee on agriculture 
and the Assembly interim commit- 
tee on livestock and dairies held a 
joint two-day meeting to receive 
testimony on a number of proposed 
changes in the milk law. 

One measure which had been in- 
troduced in our 1959 session but 
failed to pass the Senate was again 
reviewed. It would have eliminat- 
ed all transportation cost deduc- 
tions now permitted by law on 
Grade A milk delivered in bulk 
tanks by dairymen to so-called 
“country plants”. Its effect, if en- 
acted, would be to pass such costs 
on to the ultimate consumer. Rep- 
resentatives of several farm dairy 
organizations supported the meas- 
ure, but others maintained that it 
would be better to achieve the 
purpose through administrative 
action by the bureau of milk sta- 
bilization, rather than by another 
legislative enactment. 

Spokesmen for milk distributors 
opposed the bill on the ground 
that its passage would result in 
the closing of many small country 
plants. Such plants are necessary 
to the dairy industry, it was de- 
clared, to service small producers 
and assist distributors balance 
fluctuations in the supply of 
Grade A milk. 

Questions by the Senators and 
Assemblymen present brought out 
an estimate that about 15 percent 
of the milk — about one quart out 
of every six — produced in the

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state is handled through country 
plants. Their value to continu- 
ance of an even supply of Grade A 
milk has been amply demonstrat- 
ed, it was said. 

Another measure discussed would 
have established a _ stabilization 
and marketing program for ‘‘man- 
ufacturing milk’? — milk of good 
quality but not quite up to Grade 
A. standards. Sueh milk is of 
considerable importance to many 
food industries. However, pres- 
sure for more Grade A milk creat- 
ed by California’s new millions, 
and rising production costs have 
resulted in a sharp decline in the 
number of producers of manufac- 
turing milk. Surpluses of Grade 
A milk diverted to manufacturing 
purposes have also complicated the 
problems of such producers. 

Such a program, it was pointed 
out, might stabilize production, in- 
sure quality standards, and assure 
existing producers a market. How- 
ever, the meeting was cautioned, 
it apparently could not guaran- 
tee price stability because of con- 
tinuing Grade A surpluses. 

These and other bills considered 
affect the pocketbooks of all Cali- 
fornia housewives, as well as the 
economic well-being of the thou- 
sands who work in all phases of 
the dairy industry. Whether the 
two committees which met jointly 
will recommend legislative action

\We Only

ANIMALS IN airplanes was the 
topic of conversation the other day 
at the Porterville airport coffee 
counter.

Joke on the dog was 
to pull the plane up sharply put- 
ting a G or two on the dog, who 
apparently got the same sensation 
as if someone was pushing him 
around by hand, to which he 
would growl and snarl his dis- 
pleasure . . . Then there was the 
Siamese cat that liked to fly, that 
is the cat liked everything except 
a side slip as the plane landed. 
When the plane was put into a 
slip, said cat put on a yowling 
tantrum, which was sufficient rea- 
son to land without slipping. For 
a Siamese cat throwing a tantrum 
in the small cabin of an airplane 
is definitely something to be 
avoided at all times, particularly 
while landing . .'.

UNDER THE heading, ‘New 
Pioneers — Which Way,’ the 
Christian Science Monitor recent- 
ly gave the following editorial ap- 
praisal of Senator Kennedy and 
the National Democrat platform 
for 1960: 

Like all political battlers the 
Democrats tried to conclude the 
blood-letting at Los Angeles with 
a love feast of ‘‘unity’’. And as 
other nominees have done, Sena- 
tor Kennedy sought to launch his 
campaign with a rousing battle 
ery. His acceptance speech was 
keyed to a call for “new pioneers 
on a new frontier.”’ 

But neither the foundation on 
which unity can be based nor the 
direction in which the new fron- 
tier faces were made clear. And 
the acceptance speech, both iu 
structure and substance, disclosed 
contradictions. It had eloquent 
and noble passages which con- 
trasted strangely with its glib per- 
sonal attacks. It disclosed a split 
in the Democratic Party even 
deeper and more significant than 
the North-South division. This 
schism is one as to goals, one over 
moral purposes. 

Senator Kennedy properly chal- 
lenged Americans to face new 
perils and opportunities. With 
Biblical references he invoked 
courage and reliance on spiritual 
help. Most strikingly he declared 
his new frontier ‘‘is not a set of 
promises —; it is a set of chal- 
lenges ... It holds out the prom- 
ise of more sacrifice instead of 
more security.” 

He also strongly decried ‘‘prom- 
ises to this group or that” and “‘as- 
surances of a golden future, where 
taxes are always low and subsidies 
ever high,” and then amazingly 
added: ‘‘My promises are in the 
platform you have adopted.”” Any- 
one who has read that platform 
must ask: Has the candidate seen 
it? 

Consider the challenges it makes, 
the sacrifices it promises: 

Taxpayers: They are asked to 
get along with no increases, to 
bear up under reductions if arms 
can be controlled. 

Farmers: They are promised 
the hardship of ‘“‘parity of income” 
which will presumably require 
them reluctantly to accept higher 
subsidies. 

Veterans: Some are asked to 
bear the burden of receiving in- 
creased pensions. 

Workers: They would have to 
endure a higher minimum wage,

of usable rock in the northern San 
Joaquin valley exist only in the 
channels of the Kern, Tule, Ka- 
weah, Kings and San Joaquin riv- 
ers. 


“The greatest of all these de- 
posits is located in the area of the 


Success reservoir,’’ Nelson says, 


“and, of course, is made unavail- 
able by the Success dam project. 
Following the finishing process 
at the Sequoia Rock company 
plant, the various types of gravel 
are carried by endless belt to 
large, separate piles. Under these 
piles are tunnels, into which the 
gravel is dropped and moved by

endless belt to mixing and loading 
bins, as needed. 

Another phase of the Sequoia 
Rock operation is a most. modern 
ready-mix plant that is completely 
automatic and electronically con- 
trolled by a computor unit, refer- 
red to as “the brain.’ 

This electronic computor has 
the ability to accept 86 separate 
designs of ready-mix concrete, 
with the operator merely pressing 
a button and dialing the number 
of the- mix design that he desires 
to batch into the ready-mix truck. 
Each ingredient of the mix is sep- 
arately weighed — rock, sand, 
cement, water, and chemical adda- 
tive mixture — and the entire op- 
eration, including date and time, 
is recorded on a permanent paper 
record to provide an absolute ac- 
counting for the purchaser. 


“We guarantee accuracy by 
weight to one-half of one per cent 
in this operation,’’ Nelson says. 
“Actually, it is even more accur- 
ate than that.” 

Nelson also points out that this 
equipment eliminates the need for 
an inspector, and that in deliver- 
ing read-mix to such projects as 
Success dam, the equipment is 
locked during a given run so that 
at the end of the day the engin- 
eers in charge of the project have

eration requires considerable 
heavy, mobile equipment: 
40-ton Euclid trucks, two large 
four-wheel drive skip loaders, a 
two-and-one-half yard drag line, 
12 ready-mix trucks, a portable 
mix plant, a truck and trailer ‘“‘ce- 
ment train’ unit to haul bulk ce- 
ment from Davenport, near Santa 
Cruz, plus a number of smaller 
items, such as bulldozers, graders 
and standard trucks. 

Although there are plants much 
closer to the Lemoore air base 
project than Sequoia rock, quality 
of sand produced from the Tule 
river is such that contractors on 
this job are using a considerable 
volume of Sequoia Rock products. 

As for Success dam, Sequoia 
Rock company has produced all 
the concrete used in this project, 
plus many special grades and sizes 
of rock produced for wells, roads, 
and other specialized work. The 
Success project represents about 
10 per cent of Sequoia rock busi- 
ness. 

A second unit of Sequoia Rock 
operation is a ready-mix plant in 
Visalia, where 14 persons are em- 
ployed. 

Nelson looks toward the future 
with optimism. 

“We have increased our volume 
of business four times in the two 
and one-half years that we have 
been in operation,’ he _ says. 

“With continued growth in the 
San Joaquin valley, we believe 
that within the next five years 
we can double our present dollar 
volume.” 

Based on the present operation, 
Sequoia now has enough raw ma- 
terial in the river channel to last 
15 years. New deposits are being 
prospected further up the river 
channel, although Nelson says 
that rocks increase in size toward 
the mountains, and that in order 
to handle the formations found 
below Springville, installation of 
heavier, expensive equipment 
would be necessary. 

As for the stories about gold in 
the gravel deposits, Nelson says 
that the possibility of gold recov- 
ery as a by-product of the opera- 
tion has been carefully checked, 
but that because of the limited 
amount of gold, and because of 
its fine formation, installation of 
recovery equipment does not seem 
economically feasible. 

However, Bryan Jones, who re- 
sides above Springville and who 
owns property that Sequoia Rock 
is leasing for gravel, has put a 
sluice box at the bottom of the 
finishing plant and is recovering 
some gold. 

An associated operation is ex- 
pected to be in business by the 
middle of August adjacent to Se- 
quoia Rock — an asphalt plant 
that is being installed by Ronnie 
Wells. This plant will receive

On the list are some real needs, 
some places where federal aid — 
properly limited — is justified. 
But just where are the challenges, 
the sacrifices? 

Which way does this frontier 
face? Does it call Americans to 
the grim competition with the to- 
talitarians in which every seg- 
ment of American society must 
gird for action and effort, drop- 
ping every soft self-indulgence, 
every form of prop or feather bed? 
Or does this frontier face toward 
grab-bag government, inviting 
every group or special interest to 
scramble for federal favors, to be 
apportioned according to political 
pressures rather than justice or 
national welfare? 

High - minded theorists among 
the Democrats may have their vi- 
sion of a new frontier. But how 
do they expect to reach it by chal- 
lenging Americans to compete not 
in sacrifice but in pleas for fed- 
eral aid?
